Resented His Desertion of Her—Has 
Had a Brilliant Career.

SALT LAKE, Dec. 8.—Arthur

shot in Washington to-day by Mrs. 
Anna M. Bradley of Salt Lake, has been 
known as one of the most brilliant men 
at the Western bar. Yet he has been in 
trouble with three each of whom 
threatened to take Mrs. Brad- 
ley the second make the at- 
tempt.

When he began the practice law 
Kalamazoo, Mr. Brown's brilliant attain- 
ments soon placed him at the head of the 
bar in the county. There he married his 
first wife, by whom he had daughter 
who is still living with her mother in 
Cleveland. Behind a newsstand in the 
Kalamazoo Post Office worked Isabel 
Cameron, niece of ex-Senator Don Cam- 
eron of Pennsylvania A friendship 
Sprang up between her and Brown, and 
the result was a long series of domestic 
difficulties. 

Mrs. Brown finally sought him out in his 
office in Kalamazoo, upbraided him for 
attentions to Miss Cameron, drew a re- 
volver and shot at him. The bullet 
missed. She was overpowered and the 
weapon was taken aWay from her 

Brown left her in 1876 and came 
with Miss Cameron. His wife divorced 
him and he married Miss Cameron. They 
have one son, now in his early twenties. 

Brown soon became one of the leaders 
of the Utah bar. He was a man of deep 
learning, keen to read a jury, and a brill- 
iant trial lawyer. His first great success 
was in criminal law, but he soon began to 
make a specialty of mining, and up to the 
last five or six years there were few im- 
portant mining cases in which he did not 
tigure on one side or the other. Possessed 
of sharp wit and cruel sarcasm, he was 
feared as a foe, and yet he was known to 
be intensely loyal to his male friends 
fighting valiantly and viciously for them 
against all manner of odds. 

Brown was a Republican, and in 1895, 
when Utah was admitted to the Union, he 
was one of the leaders of his party. When 
the free silver wave swept over the West 
he remained loyal to Mr. McKinley and 
the gold standard, but so strong was his 
personality that he retained his standing 
in the party and was elected to the United 
States Senate in 18 along with Frank J 
Cannon, a free-silver man, who bolted the 
St. Louls Republican Convention, 

It was at the St. Louls Convention that 
Brown met Mrs. Bradley Utah in its 
Constitution gave suffrage to women, and 
Mrs. Bradley, who was a clerk's wife, was 
active in Republican politics. She was a 
member of the Poet's JR yuund Table, a lit- 
erary organization women to which 
Mrs, Isabel Cameron Bt ‘own belonged, -_ 
was introduced to Brown by his wife 
friendship sprang up immediate ly.

This roaring noise of civilization which is 
rushing like a waterfall toward the precipice, 
which kindles in men only wretched desires for 
worthless comiorts, had not reached the ears of 
the great Wanderer who was absorbed reading 
the great Book. And the foam of the gushing 
waterfall is striving to besprinkle the holy pages 
and to cover them with rusty stains of mockery 
and unbelief. 

And the leaders of Zionism are helping on the 
work of this foam, majestically ignoring the re- 
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1 resists it with 
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ligious question and putting forth only immigra- 
tion and politics, politics and immigration. 

“ Let us first come together from all sides of 
the globe,” they say, “and then we shall also 
work out a religion.” 

This is just as unnatural and unwise as it is 
not national, especially with regard to the Jews. 
One recalls the splendid chapter of Deuter- 
onomy, where, after the thundering words of 
cursings and blessings, the young spirit of the 
new-born nation utters words of profound sig- 
nificance: “ And it shall come to pass, when all 
these things are come upon thee, the blessing 
and the curse, which I have set before thee, and 
thou shalt call them to mind among all the 
nations, whither the Lord thy God hath driven 
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thee, And shalt return unto the Lord thy God, 
and shalt obey His voice—thou and thy children, 
with all thine heart, and with all thy soul; That 
then the Lord thy God will turn thy. captivity, 
and have compassion upon thee and gather thee 
frem all the nations, whither the Lord thy Ged 
hath scattered thee. And will bring thee into the 
land which thy fathers possessed. * * 7” 

This is the hope of the people. First turn to 
God, and then God Himself will do His own 
work and will give the land to the people and 
will grant them more favors than He had grant- 
ed their fathers. 

The leaders of Zionism reason differently. 
They seem to have.changed roles with God. 
They want to gather the Jews from among all 
nations into the land of their fathers, and there 
God would take care that the people should turn 
their hearts to Him. 

And God says to them: 

“Try to do My work.” 

And He turns away from them. 

And thus childish. colonial banks are started, 
toy congresses are held, with small and large 
committees, which, authorized by nobody, are 
carrying on unnecessary negotiations concerning 
childish charters and the Sultan’s favors. The 
people see all the vanity of these projects and 
also turn away from this movement.

That is why, I hear, there are some rabbis 
who curse this work, condemning Zionism as a 
doctrine that is foreign to the people and that 
threatens them with great misfortune. And, in- 
deed, although this view is held by the orthodox 
rabbis, who usually occupy a dark position on 
religious questions, yet in this case the orthodox 
Jews stand upon firm ground, and their opposi- 
tion is entirely legitimate. 

There is no progressive spirit in this move- 
ment, which is cut out according to European 
fashion—it has not even the character of prog- 
ress of which they speak so eloquently at their

But if 
all these people, with their quick understanding 
of everything that is progressive and striking, 
did not understand what really moves the higher 
life of Europe and what constitutes the power of 
the summits of the European minds, they cannot 
be excused under any circumstances. Believing 
that the strength of Europe lies in its imperial- 
ism—that is, in its gun power, with all the hor- 
rors of militarism—they have decided to array 
their old man also in the armor of a warrior and 
give him a rifle in his hands. They felt like 
creating a new Juden-Staat. The best minds in 
Europe, and also in America, all those that think 
truthfully and sincerely, are agitated to the very 
depths of their souls at the madness and horror 
of this abyss whither savage mankind, so called 
civilized, is drifting head foremost. 

All that is right, sensible, and not enslaved by 
fear or money is striving with all its powers to 
undeceive the people’ and to remind them that 
the strength of mankind does not at all lie in the 
cannon power of imperialism, and: that the 
future of mankind is not in the passion to sepa- 
rate themselves and to live in small States. 
Those that are ‘truly progressive see the happi- 
ness of mankind in just the reverse, in broad 
union and in the complete absence of cannon 
and mortars and those groups which are now 
held together only by the power of mortars, thus 
ruining the life of the people. All the rational 
work of the rational portion of mankind is 
against such imperialism. And they, the leaders 
of Zionism, want to give life to this antiquity 
and call such a wild aspisation—progress. 

This is a great sin. It borders on blasphemy 
against the most sacred things that we have in 
life now. 

We need no new Governments; we need lov-

I 
say nothing of Italy, France, England, Germany, 
and some of the countries still nearer to us, 
where the cry also goes up to Heaven from the 
tortured people who are becoming savage and 
impoverished, thanks to militarism and organiza- 
tion. 

The healthy seed of immigration which is 
striving to break up the congestion of the Jews 
and to bring them back to long-forgotten agri- 
culture—this undoubtedly a pure and beautiful 
movement, which the Zionists now claim as their 
own—does not at all belong to the Zionists. The 
tendency toward colonization existed before;

A President’s Message 
in the Making. 


SEOPLE who were staggered at the tremendous 
length of the President’s message probably 
wondered how a man could write so much % 
@ short time. The fact is that he has been 
preparing it for the best part of a year, and 
that is what he does with every message, 

The work of preparing the President's annual task 
begins usually in the previous Winter, and is carried 
on through the Spring, Summer, and Fall. So many 
things are included in the first drafts and suggestions 
that it is no wonder by the time the final revision is 
made that the message has grown to such mammoth 
proportions as to make it difficult to cut down. 

The message is put into shape at Oyster Bay dur- 
ing the course of the President’s Summer stay there, 
Long before he leaves Oyster Bay it is practically in 
readiness. 

The first part of the work, which is done at Wash- 
ington prior to the President’s Summer rest, and 
which is begun before Congress adjourns,’ consists fn 
jotting down suggestions. Whenever anything oc- 
curs to the President as likely to furnish a good topic 
for his message, or whenever anything is suggested 
to him he sends for Secretary Loeb and dictates it 
to him. 

In addition to this Mr. Loeb himself makes mem- 
oranda of matter connected with the Presiden*’s 
plans for his message. All the matter so written or 
dictated to Mr. Loeb is put in a big envelope and 
saved up until the President starts for Oyster Bay, 
when Mr. Loeb takes it along with him. 

Then begins in earnest the work of preparing the 
framework of the message. The suggestions are 
taken out of the envelope and gone over, additions 
are made, and then the President begins putting up 
the framework. This is kept up all through the Sum- 
mer. Mr. Loeb usually goes over In the morning to 
aid the President, although whenever Roosevelt 
feels like working later on it or has ideas e him 
after the day is over, he sends for his secretary in 

he evening. 

After the work has been

Sending it to the printer does not involve the end 
of the work. Additions, and additions of importance, 
too, are made up to the last “ revise.” This year, for 
instance, the section relating to Cuba was added 
after the President’s return from Panama, and in- 
serted in the proof. It was not until then that the 
Cuban matter had worked out far enough to make 
the President safe in treating it as he did. 

The same was true of the most talked of section in 

message, that relating to the Japanese question 
in California. That question most of its 
seriousness after the message was in the printer's 
hands, and. the whole section was added itn the proof 
after the return from Panama, 

Both at Oyster Bay and after the return to Wash- 
ington the President consults with Senators and Rep- 
resentatives about matters of which he intends to 
treat and in which they are especially interested or 
are for other reasons able to give him light or assist- 
ance. Sometimes paragraphs are amended at the 
suggestion of Congressmen, and very often new sec- 
tions are inserted at their suggestion. 
Very few of them, however, idea of the 
whole. It is usually understood that 
the President's old-time chum, has 
a pretty correct idea of everything in the message, 
and sometimes the same is said of others. As a rule, 
each Senator or Representative knows about those 
questions only on which the President has sought his

The message is printed in a pamphlet so as to be 
easy to read, and every Congressman has a copy on 
the day the message is to be read. This accounts 
largely for the much-reported indifference to the 
reading in Congress. It is really a farce, this reading, 
for every Senator and Representative has his own 
copy and will read that. Hardly anybody pays any 
attention to the clerk droning through the message 
for a couple of:hours. Tradition is the only excuse 
for it, and some day the custom probably be 
abolished. 

A week or two before Congress meets, the message 
is in the hands of The Associated Press and other 
press associations for distribution to the newspapers 
served by them. These papers receive it several days 
before Congress assembles, with the understanding 
that none of it shall be printed or editorially com- 
mented upon until it is ‘‘ released.”” As soon as the 
message reaches Congress the “release” is tele- 
graphed over the country and the newspapers, which 
already have it in type, put it on the street. 

Even before this it is sent to England under sim- 
ilar conditions, so that the European newspapers 


may not suffer by reason oi the length of time neces- 
sary to get it into their hands. This year, however, 
all records were broken. Owing to the early date 
at which it was prepared because of the Panama trip 
the message was sent not only to England but all 
over the European Continent and to South America, 
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HEN Archbishop Farley was in Rome last 
Summer he announced to His Holiness 
Pope Pius X. that in the Spring of 1908 
the Roman Catholic Diocese of New 
York would celebrate the first hundred 
years of its existence. The Pope was informed 
of the nature of the celebration; he was told that 
at that time it was expected that the last dollar 
of indebtedness on the Cathedral would have 
been paid and that the building would be ready 
for consecration. And now among priesthood 
and laity the belief is gaining currency that this 
anniversary, perhaps the most important that 
the Catholic Biutch in America has been called 
upon to celebrate, will be marked by the raising 
of the head of the New York Diocese to the 
renk of Cardinal.

York and Chicago have a population 
0, the largest number found in 
16 nihety dioceses and archdioceses in 
this country. ‘Territorially the Diocese of Chi- 
cago is more than twice as large as that of New 
York, the latter including the Boroughs of Man- 
had 
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Bronx and Richmond and the Counties 
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of Dutchess, Orange, Putnam, Rockland, Sulli- 
van, Ulster, and Westchester. The number of 
churches in the New York Diocese is given as 
802; in Chicago, 293. Of course, for rapidity of 
growth the Chicago Diocese makes an even more 
remarkable showing than that of New York, 
with its century of existence, the Diocese of 
Chicago having been established in 1843, thirty- 
five years after the establishment of the Roman 
Catholic Church in New York. 

Roman Catholic worship, according to church 
historians, was not regularly established in New 
York until the end of the Revolution, the public 
celebration of the mass not having been permit- 
ted in the days of British rule. The few Roman 
Catholics who were in the city at that time wor- 
shipped occasionally, and in secret, in a carpen- 
ter’s shop in Barclay Street, where, in 1785, four 
years before the first Catholic diocese was 
established in this country in Baltimore, the cor- 
nerstone of the Church of St. Peter, the first 
Roman Catholic Church in New York, was laid. 
There were about 400 Catholics in the city at 
that time. Until 1789 this church was under 
the jurisdiction of the Bishop of London, but 
from that date until the New York Diocese was 
created, in 1808, it was governed by Bishop Car- 
roll, the head of the Church in Baltimore. 

Simultaneously with the formation of 
New York Diocese, Bishops were sent to Boston, 


the 


“Philadelphia, and Bardstown, Ky., in all of 
which places, therefore, the Roman Catholic 
Ohurch. will hold a. centennial celebration in 
1908. At the time of its formation the New 
York Diocese was much greater in extent than 
it is now, comprising the whole of New York 
State and half of New Jersey. In this territory 
there were in 1808 about 15,000 Roman Oatho- 
lies, where now there are over 2,000,000. The 
first Bishop appointed to New York, the Right 
Rev. Luke Concanen, died before he reached this 
country, and it was not until 1815 that the Cath- 
olics of New York actually had a Bishop over 
them—the Right Rev. John Connolly. Before 
the arrival of the latter, Bishop Cheverus of 
Boston had dedicated St. Patrick’s Cathedral, in 
Mott Street, the second Catholic church in the 
city, and until the end of Bishop Oonnolly’s ad- 
ministration the Catholic faith in New York 
attained a considerable growth, the accessions 
to its population being principally from the 
ranks of the Irish immigrants, who, according to 
the church historians, took the oath of citizen- 
ship with special fervor since they were asked at 
the same time to forswear allegiance to the King 
of England, for whom they felt anything but af- 
fection. 

It was under Archbishop Hughes that the 
diocese was reduced to its present territorial 
dimensions and raised to an archdiocese. In this 
period, also, in the year 1858, the cornerstone of 
the present cathedral was laid, the land on which 
it stands having been purchased in 1829 by the 
parishes of St. Peter’s and St. Patrick’s for the 
sum of $5,500. The value placed on the same 
piece of land to-day is $6,000,000; with the 

cathedral its total value is $10,000,000. 
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The first talk of a Cardinal for the Diocese 
of New York came during the administration of 
Archbishop Hughes, and under peculiar circum- 
stances. From the commencement of the civil 
war Archbishop Hughes gave his active and en- 
thusiastic support to the cause of the Union, and 
this to suc#Pan extent that President Lincoln 
requested him to visit Europe as a special envoy 
of the Government, to do his best to counteract 
the influence of the Confederate agents, who 
were appealing for European interference in be- 
half of the South. In spite of the protests of 
some of his brother prelates, Archbishop Hughes 
accepted the mission suggested by Lincoln, and 
spent nine months in Europe, interviewing diplo- 
mats and heads of Governments for the purpose 
of explaining the political situation in this coun- 
try. 


On Archbishop Hughes’s return from this 
olitical mission he was given a public reception 
y the Municipality of 
dent Lincoln is asserted to have shown his ap- 

reciation of his services by intimating to Pope 

ijux IX. that his elevation to the Lgnity of 
Cardinal would be gratifying to the American 
Government—the first suggestion looking to the 
creation of this ecclesiastical rank in America. 
According to the Catholic historians the Po 
did for a time entertain the idea of making the 
Archbishop a Cardinal. It is said that had Dr. 
Hughes lived to see the triumph of the Union 
cause in 1865 this honor would undoubtedly 
have been conferred upon him, instead of upon 
his successor to the head of the New York Dio- 
cese, the Right Rev. John McCloskey, who in 
1875 became the first American Cardinal. 
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The ceremonies attending the presentation of 
the red hat to Archbishop McCloskey excited 
widespread interest. They were the same, of 
course, as those that will be used should Arch- 
bishop Farley be created a Cardinal in the ap- 
aedind celebration of the centenary of the 
diocese. A Papal Ablegate, accompanied by two 
military attaches, brought the red baretta, which 
was presented to the new Cardinal in old St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral before an assemblage of % 
Archbishops, 20 Bishops, and 300 priests. The 
present Archbishop of New York, as it happens, 
took a prominent part in the unique ceremonies 
attending the creation of the first American 
Cardinal. These ceremonies were extended over 
a space of three months, and were followed by @ 
jubilation which did not end for a year. 

Four years after Archbishop McCloskey be- 
came a Cardinal the Roman Catholic Cathedral 
on Fifth Avenue was completed and dedicated. 
His death occurred in 1885. To his successor, 
Archbishop Corrigan, the rank of Cardinal was 
not accorded, although he remained at the head 
of the diocese seventeen until his 
death gave the See to Archbishop Farley. A hise 
tory of the Catholic Church in New York that 
has just been published thus characterizes the 
four men who have brought the diocese up te 
the period of its present ruler: 


In looking back upon the Bishops that have rule@ 
in New York it will be seen that Bishop Dubois kept

He Is 
expected to be of a humane disposition, for, accord- 
ing to Rabbi Adolph Spiegel, who settled the kosher 
strike in this city four years ago, the humane treat- 
ment of animals is at the bottom of a good many of 
the kosher regulations. According to the latter, a 
shochat can slaughter in only one way, with one 
ward and backward thrust of a knife. This knife 
must be long, without a scratch or a dent on it, and 
so sharp that a single stroke of it brings 
death, a death without torture, to the animal that is 
pronounced worthy to be led before it. 

As soon as the animal is killed by the shochat the 
rabbi connected with the slaughter house, or one of 
his Inspectors, opens the body and makes a careful 
examination of every organ init. The lungs especial- 
ly are subjected to a rigid scrutiny. Air is blown 
into them, and if this experiment reveals a single 
blemish or hole the meat of the entire animal is de- 
clared unfit for the kosher trade and is turned over 
to the regular butchers. 

When the slaughtered animal, however, shows no 
imperfection to the Inspectors, the veins and arteries 
are extracted from the forequarters and thrown 
away. The hind quarters, with the veins 
arteries still in them, are not used for kosher meat. 
But the fore quarters, after they have been treated 
as described, are cut up into smaller pieces. Each of 
these pieces is then labeled and sealed with lead by 
the attending rabbi or his authorized representative, 
after which it is sold to the retail kosher butcher. 
On the label, besides the signature of the rabbi, are 
placed the date and hour of the killing—and, accord- 
ing to kosher law, the retail butcher is not allowed 
to sell this meat three days after the date given by

As a delineator of human nature, Shake- 
speare is then found to be glaringly deficient. 
Falstaff alone is admitted to be “quite a nat- 
ural, typical character; but then he is perhaps 
the only natural and typical character depicted 
by Shakespeare. He alone speaks a language 
proper to himself. And he speaks thus because 
he speaks in that same Shake pearean language, 


full of mirthless jokes and unamusing puns 
which is quite in harmony with the boastful, dis- 
torted and depraved character of the drunken 
Falstaff.” 

Tolstoy further declares that “ it is perfectly 
certain that Shakespeare was not an artist, and 
that his works are not-artistic productions.” In 
this respect he compares him with Homer: 
“The works which we call the works of Homer 
are artistic, poetic, original works, lived through 
by the author or authors; whereas the works of 
Shakespeare—borrowed as they are, and exter- 
nally like mosaics, artificially fitted together 
piecemeal from bits invented for the occasion— 
have nothing whatever in common with art and 
poetry.” 

Having reached this conclusion in-regard to 
the plays of Shakespeare, Tolstoy analyzes the 
admiration with which they are universally re- 
garded. This he believes to be due to a sort of 
“ epidemic suggestion ” induced by Goethe, who, 
“at the beginning of the last century, through 
a series of casual circumstances, praised Shake- 
speare.” Before that, “until the end of the 
eighteenth century, Shakespeare not only failed 
to gain any special fame in England, but was val- 
ued less than his contemporary dramatists—Ben 
Jonson, Fletcher, Beaumont, and others. His 
fame originated in Germany, and thence was 
transferred to England.” As a whole, Tolstoy 
finds that “the suggestion that Shakespeare’s 
works are great works of genius, presenting the 
height of both esthetic and ethical perfection, 
has taused, and is causing, great injury to men.” 

The only praise accorded Shakespeare by 
Tolstoy is that, “as an actor and an intelligent 
man, he knew how to express by the means not 
only of speech, but of exclamation, gesture, and 
the repetition of words, states of mind and de- 
velopments or changes of feeling taking place 
in the person represented, thus giving good 
actors the possibility of demonstrating their

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In the main Bernard Shaw’s attack will be 
found to coincide with that of Tolstoy. “I have 
striven hard,” he says, “ to open English eyes to 
the emptiness of Shakespeare’s philosophy, to 
the superficiality and second-handedness of his 
morality, to his weakness and incoherence as a 
thinker, to his snobbery, his vulgar prejudices, 
his ignorance, his disqualifications of all sorts 
for the philosophic eminence claimed for him.”

Theories of this kind are not new. They are gen- 
erally made, as is undoubtedly the fact in this case, 
by men who are not familiar with the usages and 
technicalities of the stage, and who have a penchant 
for abstruse theorizing. Who wrote the Shakespeare 
play? A man who was absolutely familiar, through 
his own personal everyday experience, with the prac- 
tical conditions governing theatrical representations, 
You will look in vain for an actor or a stage manager 
who believes that any one but a man with just this 
kind of experience could have written these plays. 
They are palpably the work of an actor-manager, 
Such a man, we know, was Shakespeare, and such, 
decidedly, was not the Darl of Rutland. 


Forbes-Robertson, one of England’s most 
noted exponents of the Shakespearean drama, 
who has just concluded his New York engage- 
ment in a Bernard Shaw play, said: 


There is certainly truth in Tolstoy’s statement that 
much of the admiration of Shakespeare originates in 
Germany. In one way this can be explained by the 
fact that Shakespeare is translated there into the 
modern German vernacular, and is consequently more 
accessible to the average German.student than he is, 
in the somewhat antiquated phraseology of the Eliza- 
bethan period, to men of his own race and tongue to- 
day. But there is no reason to doubt his popularity 
in his own day. In regard to Tolstoy’s elaborate 
criticism of “‘ King Lear,” it is singular that so acute 
an analyst.does not recognize the undoubted fact that 
Lear is not sane in the very beginning of the play. 
Of course, without that recognition the play can eas- 
ily be found to be full of inconsistencies and absurdi- 
ties. As for Bernard Shaw’s attitude in this forth- 
coming book, I can merely say that I know Shaw to 
be a tremendous admirer of Shakespeare. No man 
knows the plays more thoroughly, or has studied 
them more untiringly. “He says they are lacking in 
philosophy. So far as my lights go I have always 
been able to find a good deal of philosophy in Shake- 
speare. 

As for this Earl of Rutland theory, what an ab- 
surdity! Every ten or twelve years some sensational 
idea of this kind crops up—but it dies out very 
shortly. Of course, it is quite probable that some of 
Shakespeare’s plays are not by Shakespeare. Parts 
of “ Henry VIIL.,” for instance, may be by another 
hand—but there is no absolute proof of this. Sir 
Henry Irving, so far as I know, is the only man of 
importance who has thought it worth his while to 
answer these fanatical “ Baconian” people. This he 
did in a lecture at the Clover Club in Philadelphia. 
And now it is the Earl of Rutland who wrote Shake- 
speare! Only fancy what a drama of mystery that 
was when the “filiterate, dissolute, ignorant Shake- 
speare’”’ associated for years with his brilllant con- 
temporaries and was never discovered to be the fraud 
that Bleibtreu, Donnelly, and the rest claim he was! 


Bronson Howard, the veteran American 
dramatist, said: 


Tolstoy’s amazing condemnation of Shakespeare 
goes to show that the peculiar life that the famous 
Russian is leading has blinded him as to the immense 
Sympathy for all human.mature that is shown in 
these plays. Tolstoy himself is a man of great in- 
tellectual compassion, but he lacks the ordinary kind 
of human sympathy. Hence, it is not surprising 
that he cannot find in Shakespeare what we do. For 
my own part, I have never yet made a discovery in 
human nature that I have not found the ground cov- 
ered by a passage in Shakespeare, a-fact that thou- 
sands of others have undoubtedly experienced. As 
for Shakespeare’s philosophy, well—as an artist and 
a poet he could not be a philosopher, the two tem- 
peraments are incompatible. The most amazing thing, 
however,is Tolstoy’s claim that Shakespeare was not 
a delineator of character. 

And there is the other anti-Shakespeare cham- 
pion, Dr. Bleibtrey. Nothing is impossible, of course, 
in the way of theories. If a man puts a yellow cat 
in a window in Broadway, and does a little hustling 
on the outside, in the course of three months he will 
have plenty of believers in the religion of the cat. 
Prof. Matthews’s statement on this subject is abso- 
lutely true: the Earl of Rutland at the best could 
have been no more than an amateur of the stage, and 
it is only necessary to read the plays under the sup- 
position that they are the work of such an amateur, 
to recognize the absurdity of the theory. 

The only possible doubt that has ever crept into 
my mind on this subject is this: Might there have 
been two William Shakespeares living contempo- 
raneously in Stratford-on-Avon, whose separate iden- 
titles have since been confounded in history? Thus, 
one Shakespeare who owns “ New Place,” and wrote 
the famous will that makes no mention of a library 
or any property in plays, and another Shakespeare 
who wrote plays and is buried in Stratford Church. 
I don't say that I believe such a theory—but it seems 
more reasonable, and gives a more satisfactory ex- 
planation to apparent inconsistencies in the biogra- 
phies of Shakespeare than the theory of Dr. Bleib- 
treu. 

But that there was a William Shakespeare, writer 
of plays, is the unmistakable testimony of his con- 
temporaries—testimony that proclaims his identity 
and refutes Tolstoy’s assertion that he was not es- 
teemed in his own age. Take this, for example, from 
Ben Jonson's remarkable tribute, addressed “ To the 
memory of my beloved, the author, Mr. William 
Shakespeare, and what he hath left us: 

“Soul of the age, 
The applause, delight, the wonder of the stage, 
My Shakespeare, rise! I will not lodge thee by 
Chaucer, or Spencer; or bid Beaumont Iie 


A little further, to make thee a room: 

Thou art a monument, without a tomb; 

And art alive still, while thy book doth live, 
And we have wits to read and praise to give. 
That I not mix thee so, my brain excuses; 

I mean, with great, but disproportionate muses: 
For, if I thought my judgment were of years, 

I should commit thee, surely, with thy peers, 
And tell—how far thou didst our Lily outshine, 
Or sporting Kyd, or Marlowe's mighty line. 
And, though thou hadst small Latin and less Greek 
From thence to honor thee, I would not seek 
For names, but call forth thund’ring Aeschylus, 
Euripides, Accius, him of Cordova dead; 

To live again, to hear thy buskin tread 

And shake a stage; or When thy socks were on, 
Leave thee alone—for the comparison 

Of all that insolent Greece, or haughty Rome, 
Sent forth, or since did from their ashes come. 
Triumph, my Britain! thou hast one to show, 
To whom all scenes of Europe homage owe. 

He was not of an age, but for all time.”

There is absolutely no evidence to justify such @ 
theory. It is, of course, premature to pronounce an 
opinion until the materials relied on by the author 
are considered, but I have belief 
that it will be one more mare’s nest. It might be 
accepted as another illustration of the facility with 
which theories are built up, and probably it may have 
the result, at any rate, of detaching some believers 
in the .Baconian fallacy, even if it does bring them 
into a new fallacy. The Earl of tutland wag 
born in 1576, twelve years later than the date of 
Shakespeare’s birth. If, then, he was the author of 
the works popularly attributed to Shakespeare, he 
must. have been writing at a very early ge indeed, 
for there is very little doubt that about 1590 the Barl 
of Rutland would only be'l4 years of age. It is ab- 
solutely certain that “‘ Venus and Adonis” was writ- 
ten in 1593, so that the Earl would be then only 17 
years of age. It is certainly unlikely, though, of 
course, not impossible, that this work was written by 
one so young. ‘“ Love’s Labour’s Lost” was written 
probably in 1590, and it is quite incredible that that 


was written by a boy of 14 or 15. 
Asked whether his attention had hitherto 
been in any way attracted to the personality of 
Roger, Earl of Rutland, Prof. Dowden said: 
“ No, except incidentally and as a patron of men 
of letters.” The “Hamlet” argument Prof. Dow- 
den considers of trivial account, nor would he 
concede the justice of the description of Shake- 
speare as “a low comedian, who regularly got 
drunk at the Mermaid Tavern.” He considers it 
wholly unjustifiable by any historical facts. 

In conclusion, Prof. Dowden said: “I do not 
like to say anything disparaging to Dr. Bleib- 
treu’s theory without having perused the book, 
but I await with curiosity the evidence on which 
he has based his theory.” 

Beerbohm Tree said that those surmises were 
preposterous. No one could have writ 
peare’s plays but an actor, and it was absurd to 
think that any previous Earl of Rutland could 
have been an actor, at any rate, in a practical 
sense. “I do not,” added Mr. Tree, “ regard 
any claim to the authorship of Shakespeare’s 
plays as worth any consideration at this time of 
day.” 
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Bernard Shaw and the Doctor’s Dilemma 


Latest Production by the Cynic 

Playwright Suggests the Ethical 

Problems That Confront Physician 
and Surgeon. 


ERNARD SHAW ’'S latest play, whether or not 
it be pronounced an artistic success, has at 
all events the merit, common to Mr. Shaw’s 
work, of evoking debate. The new play is 
called “The Doctor’s Dilemma.” The plot 
turns about the discovery and employment of 

a vaccine for tuberculosis which, if used with proper 


regard to the “ opsinic index *” will cure the disease. 


The treatment by this vaccine ts still in the experi- 
mental stage; indeed, the play represents that thus 
far it has been possible to prepare only enough for 
tetn cases. These cases are being earefully selected 
and most of them are In St. Ann’s Hospital awaiting 
treatment. 

Now appears an artist, Dubedat by name, and his 
beautiful wife. At any rate she believes she is his 
wife, but as the artist is a complicated rascal the 
audience is left in doubt as to this fact. This ex- 
cellent lady, however, adores Dubedat as a man and 
worships him as an artist.. He is dying of con- 
sumption. Will the pathologist save him ? At first 
he refuses, but consents, impressed with her appeal 
that although Dubedat is worthless as 4 man his 
achievements as an artist are beautifying and in- 
structing the world. Presently, however, the pathol- 
ogist, finding Dubedat to be an impossible combina- 
tion of artist and blackguard, a sort of up-to-date 
Benvenuto Cellini, wonders whether his life is after 
all worth saving; whether it might not after all be 
better for the lady that he should die before her 
{illusions are altogether destroyed. 

About this time there comes to the pathologist an 
old fellow practitioner, a good man morally but of 
no special influence in the world; he, too, has de- 
veloped phthisis. The question then arises, shall the 
artist be cast aside and shall his place among the 
fortunate ten be given to the inconsequential Aescul- 
apian. 

Another element now enters into the problem, be- 
cause the pathologist discovers that he has fallen in 
love with Dubedat’s wife. He reflects that in the 
event of the artist’s death he should be able to marry 
her. Carried away by this hope he receives, treats, 
and cures the fellow practitioner and hands the artist 
over to the tender mercies of a fashionable physician 
whom he knows to be a wretched bungler in practice, 

Dubédat dies on the stage after making an artistic 
confession of faith and after securing his wife’s 
promise to marry again as speedily as may be—be- 
cause the idea of a sorrowing widow has always dis- 
pleased his esthetic senses. 

There is an epilogue in which the pathologist ap- 
pears asking the widow to marry him, confessing 
that when he put the artist in the hands of his 
fashionable colleague he did it in the full expectation 
that the man would die; proposing to the widow, he 
calls himself the dead husband’s murderer. The 
lady is appropriately shocked, but her reply is that 
she has already married again. 

The dilemma in which Mr. Shaw's doctor is placed 
is not one which has much relation to the practical 
work of a physician, but its proposal suggests that 
there do abound in the life of the most commonplace 
physician or surgeon real problems of most serious 
ethical significance. It is possible that there is no 
other profession whose members confront daily so 
many moral dilemmas. It is true that the course 
of a practitioner to-day is almost entirely determined 
for him by the unwritten code of medical ethics 
which has grown wp through the practice of gener- 
ations. The number of dilemnias which a modern 
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physician or surgeon would confront and have to 
settle for himself were there not behind him the ver- 
dict of the body of the medical profession would be 
sO great that he would be hampered and checked by 
the necessity of solving at every step grave moral 
perplexities. 

For instance: Might he not be justified some- 
times in bringing to a painless close the life of a 
patient doomed to suffer yet for days? Every little 
while a discussion of this kind is dragged before the 
public by some radical lay disciple of euthanasia. 
The mercy of man is implored for those fated to 
linger in hopeless misery, and it is urged that all 
moral laws would indicate a physician who would 
administer a kindly dose of death. For the medical 
profession, however, this question is definitely closed. 
Its verdict is that there is and can be no justification 
for shortening human life by an instant in any event 
or under any circumstances. The physician must 
never wield in his fight against the approach of dis- 
solution, so long as the faintest flutter of the pulse 
remains. On principle, he must assume that there 
is a chance for permanent recovery. This medical 
maxim is in accord with the strictest moral inter- 
pretation of duty. 

On the other hand ordinary morality might not 
altogether approve the settled opinion of the medical 
profession regarding the necessity of telling the 
truth always under all circumstances. A class of 
casuists affir:as that a falsehood is never justifiable. 
But if a physician believes after exhaustive examina- 
tion that his patient is likely to die in six months 
or a year or two years is he bound to look the latter 
in the eye and announce his conviction of that fact? 
Or is he tactfully to evade questions when he can 
and, while avoiding positive falsehood, to use en- 
couraging words? Is he not the more justified in this 
course because he knows that his most careful prog- 
nosis may nevertheless be mistaken? Do not pa- 
tients sometimes outlive the very physicians them- 
selves who have condemned them to death? Is it 
not to be considere@ that hope might do much to 
aid in throwing off a disease, which belief that it 
would be fatal would certainly make fatal? 

The question may arise, and the circumstances 
may be such as to make it a serious one, as to 
whether the physician should disclose the condition 
of his patient’s health to his family or his friends. 
How often would his domestic happiness be inter- 
fered with? Questions of inheritance or property 
be aroused to his embarrassment or discomfort? 
Above all, how might his business be affected—the 
very living of his family be cut off? 

And what in general is the duty to the public of 
the physician who professionally becomes acquainted 
with facts which may affect it? Is his duty alto- 
gether to his patient, does he owe nothing to the 
Suppose the case to be so bad that his 
patient is charged with crime. What should be his 
course on the witness stand? However the matter 
may be argued de novo by those interested in moral 
perplexities, the fact is that professional judgment 
is unanimous in holding that the doctor has no right 
to betray any facts regarding his patient learned 
while in professional attendance upon him. The duty 
taken by the courts toward the doctor on the witness 
stand is much like that taken toward the priestly 
confessor. Not only as the doctor is privileged to 
withhold information he has obtained professionally, 
but in some States the use of his testimony, even if 
he choses to give it, is forbidden. 

There are, of course, situations in which the doc- 
tor is forced to choose between lives. Such a one 
was that in which Napoleon gave directions to save 
his Empress at all hazards. Such another Sir Morell 
Mackenzie once believed that he faced in the palace 
of an Empress. Such is by no means the extraor- 
dinary question to be decided by the family physician 
to-day.

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Alaska’s Gold Mines 


UNEAU, Nome, and Fairbanks are at present 
the chief centres of Alaska’s gold mining in- 
dustry, which has finally passed in value its 
fisheries, hitherto the principal natural re- 
source of the district. . There are other min- 
ing camps and mining districts, such as 

Fortymile, Circle, Rampart, Koyukuk, but the out- 
put of the latter diggings has not as yet appeared in 
the six-figure class, although in some cases running 
annually into hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Great pains have been taken to secure a correct 
estimate of the total output of Alaska’s gold mines 
for last year—Oct. 15, 1904, to Oct. 15, 1905—which 
exceeds in value the sum of $14,000,000, The out- 
put of certain districts follows: 

As to Southeastern Alaska; comprising the “ Pan- 
handle” and the Alexander Archipelago, it is safe to 
place the value of the output at $2,500,000. Most of 
the gold produced in that region comes from the fa- 
mous Treadwell quartz plants on Douglas Island. In 
1902 J. H. Curle of London, a mining engineer of reo- 
ognized standing, after a personal inspection, stated 
that these mines were at that time treating over 
3,000 tons of ore a day, the value of the ore being 8s. 
a ton. This calculation would produce a total for 
1902 of something like $2,128,680. It 1s, however, 
known that the yield of the Treadwell mines has been 
steadily increasing. Besides there are other produc- 
ing mines in that part of Alaska, and the estimate of 
$2,500,000 is a conservative one. 

As regards Seward Peninsula, the output is esti- 
mated at $4,500,000. According to reliable private 
advices, the amount would have been at least $1,500,- 
000 higher but for early snows, 

In the Tanana Valley during the season gold to 
the amount of $6,750,000 was washed out—a tremen- 
dous increase over previous years. The Tanana Val- 
ley camps are hardly over three years old. It is esti- 
mated by conservative residents of this district that 
the output for next year will be nearly double that 
of the season just passed. A vigorous new town is 
growing up in the latter district under the name of 
Roosevelt. 

In Alaska in 1880 the white inhabitants numbered 
430; to-day the white population is nearly 36,000. It 
is during the last five years, or since the Klondike 
discoveries, that Alaska has come to the front. 
Alaska has passed Montana, Nevada, and South Da- 
kota in the matter of gold production, and is now give 
ing California and Colorado a hard chase,

It is not proposed that the Garden Cities Asso- 
ciation itself shall act as a holding or operating com- 
pany to build or develop the garden cities. For these 
purposes, either distinct operating companies will 
be formed to actually finance and develop each sep- 
arate city, or existing manufacturing and other cor- 
porations will be encouraged to develop such under- 
takings. 

Already steps are being taken for the incorpora- 
tion of a company which will build the first of these 
workingmen’s garden cities on Long Island.

throp E. Scarritt of the Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica, “is that the cars on exhibition show so little de- 
parture from the accepted design. No freakish at- 
tempts are seen. The automobile has virtually set- 
tled down to a standard type, but many little and yet 
very important improvements will appear from year 
to year.”’ 

Similar views were expressed by many private 
owners, manufacturers, and engineers during the 
week. All, however, agreed on one vital point— 
namely, that the battle of the cylinders has but just 
begun, and that before a truce is called the six-cylin- 
der car will emerge from the disputations now sur- 
rounding it into the accepted high-class car for the 
man of means who is able to secure the best that 
money can buy and does not figure too closely on the 
expense of keeping his machine. 
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The six-cylinder car was clearly the big feature 
of the recent show. It was also the feature of the 
London show, and it undoubtedly will be most wide- 
ly talked about in the coming Paris show, as several 
conservative French manufacturers have joined the 
six-cylinder brigade, and have put out cars of that 
calibre for the first time. 

The great advantage of the six-cylinder car is its 
increased comfort due to absence of any appreciable 
vibration from the motor. It is the acme of smooth, 
silent, easy running. No jarring is felt in riding 
over hummocks or slight obstacles in the road. It 
possesses no higher horse power, and, indeed, six- 
cylinder cars are being made of comparatively low 
horse power—as low as 30. It possesses no greater 
speed qualifications, while on the other hand it re- 
quires more care than the ordinary four cylinder 
machine and costs much more. On the side of lux- 
urious comfort alone will the six-cylinder car jump 
into popularity, but as the motor car is still regarded 
as a pleasure vehicle and will to a greater or less 
extent remain as a luxurious pleasure vehicle for 
many years to come, manufacturers are looking 
ahead to supply the demand which they feel will be 
@ very large one. 

“I believe the six-cylinder car is here to stay,” 
said Joe Tracy, the successful Vanderbilt Cup driver 
of American machines for the last two years, who is 
now a consulting engineer for two or three large 
manufacturing firms. “‘ It is bound to grow more pop- 
ular, but while the six-cylinder car will gradually 
ake the place of the high-priced four-cylinder ma- 
chine of to-day, the four-cylinder car, on the other 
hand, will fall into its more proper field as the all- 
around popular car of moderate price. The four- 
cylinder car, after all, will be the great serviceable 
car of the future. With improvements in the car- 
buretor, ignition, and transmission it will become 
every year easier to manage and less expensive to 
maintain. It will have an engine of fairly high 
horse power, for the tendency is toward higher 
horse power. In this respect the motor car is sim- 
ply repeating the evolution of the trolley car. In the 
first trolley cars two motors of two horse power 
each were placed, on the theory that if two horses 
could pull a car, motors developing four horse power 
would be more than ample. But a gasoline engine 
can only do so much. A horse can be urged to exert 
more than his customary single horse power, but 
you can drive an engine only so far. You can put an 
additional load for a certain time upon an electric 
motor and not damage it, but if you want more 
speed from the gasoline engine you must have greater 
horse power.” 

E. T. Birdsall, who has been a member of the 
Technical Committee of the American Automobile 
Association for a number of years, stated his belief 
that the prevailing horse power for the popular cars 
of the immediate future would be 18 to 20 for the 
runabout, 30 to 35 for the small touring car, and 40 
to 60 for the big touring car, whether of four or six 
cylinders, 

“Cars of these varying horse powers,” said Mr. 
Birdsall, ‘“‘ will all give practically the same speed. 
It is a condition which has been, I might say, forced 
upon the attention of the manufacturers by the un- 
conscious tendency of the public. In other words, the 
public is demanding a machine possessing an equal 
ratio of speed to its weight. The runabout will 
weigh from 1,500 to 1,700 pounds, the small touring 
car from 2,000 to 2,400 pounds, and the big car, capa- 
ble of carrying from six to seven persons, will weigh 
from 3,400 to 3,800 pounds. The speed of the cars 
will be virtually equal, and the cost~will gradually 
work down to about $100 per horse power. The pub- 
lic wants a car that will do certain things, and these 
are ability to climb hills, all-around reliability, and 
speed. The heavy low-powered car has been rele- 
gated to the past. A car to-day weighing 3,500 
pounds if of less than forty horse power is looked at 
askance. Another change that will gradually come 
will be the reduction of the demand for four speeds 
to three speeds. Indeed, this is already being 
worked out, and many of the newest cars only have 
three speeds. The growing demand is for a car that 
can be driven at a slow or fast speed on the high 
gear, and with the higher horse power for machines 
of fairly ight weight four speeds are not needed, and 
this adds another point toward greater simplicity. I

The Hon. Charles S. Rolls, the English autotst 
and balloonist, who exhibited for the first time in 
America a remarkable six-cylinder car last week, 
goes even further than Mr. Birdsall in regard to the 
speeds necessary for the car of the future. He boldly 
predicts that the time is coming, and soon, too, when 
gear changes will be totally abolished. 

“The internal combustion engine is so rapidly at- 
taining the ability of the steam engine,”’ explained 
Mr. Rolls, “that in the multiplicity of cylinders, as 
seen in the six-cylinder popularity, a greater range 
and power of speed can be reached. This quickly 
brings us to the verge of possibility when we will see 
no change of gears at all. In the railroad locomo- 
tive there are no change speed gears. The power is 
varied by opening and closing the throttle. In fact, 
automobiles are already showing their ability to go 
long distances and over roads more or less hilly 
without making a single change in speeds. The six- 
cylinder Rolls-Royce cars tn England, for instance, 
invariably make the run from thé factory at Man- 
chester to London, about 300 miles, on a single speed, 
the direct drive on the third speed being employed. 

*‘ Besides doing away with the troubles and nul- 
sance of speed gear changes, I fully believe that in a 
very short time the motor car will be able to do away 
with all reciprocating parts. To do this successfully, 
and it may appear to some as a startling statement, 
the turbine engine will be used for automobiles. As 
the turbine is based on the rotary system, we will 
get that motion at once on the rear wheels without 
employing the reciprocating motion, as done at 
present to effect it. Yes, experiments are being made 
to-day in England by two or three engineers on the 
plan of using the turbine engine system for motor 
vehicles. When that becomes a factor the motor car 
will have reached practically the ideal of supreme 
comfort and ease, for then there will be no motion, 
no jar, no vibration, no rattling. With good roads 
the automobile will be an easier and more delightful 
means of travel than the most richly upholstered 
Pullman car on the finest roadbed in the world. That 
time is surely coming, and when it does men of 
wealth will practically dispense with their fine pri- 
vate railroad cars and use a luxuriously équipped 
automobile, for the latter will be able to supply 
everything that the Pullman car does to-day and in 
a@ more comfortable and independent manner. In the 
easy-riding, non-jarring, non-vibrating car of the 
near future one can sleep more comfortably than he 
can on any railroad to-day, and with a fairly long 
wheel base on the main highways devoid of sharp 
turns there is practically no difficulty that the in- 
genuity of the carriage builder cannot surmount in

turning out special cars equipped with every facility 
for the transacting of such business as dictating 
of letters to a private secretary, sleepi ating, and 
the doing of many other things that are > peculiar 
attributes of the business office or first-class 
hotel.” 

Besides the transmission changes that are grad- 
ually being worked out; the perfect car of the future 
will be supplied with some method of ignition. Apart 
from the ever-to-be-expected tire troubles, the igni- 
tion difficulty gives more trials to the owner than 
anything else. Unless that is working smoothly the 
fuel mixture in the carburetor is not properly explod- 
ed, and the result is either decreased speed or the 
car refuses to budge another inch. The explosive 
spark is *u\ plied either by the expensive and deli- 
cately constructed magneto or by means of dry bate 
teries with the proper wiring appliances. The bat- 
tery is simpler, but the magneto is more in the line of 
progress, as it draws its power from the engine. 
Mlectric ignition, even at its best, is intangible, and 
experiments are now being made to discover some 
system of automatic ignition that can be satisfac- 
torily applied to automobile use. Something on this 
plan is now used successfully on stationary kero- 
gene engines. By means of a hot chamber back of 
the cylinder, which is first heated-by a lamp or a 
torch, the éngine is started, the gas being com- 
pressed in the chamber and then ignited by the heat. 
The result is that the carburetor is kept hot by the 
series of continuous explosions. This is barred from 
motor use now, because the heating of the chamber 
by ‘means of a torch would be awkward and incon- 
venient, but its success in stationary engines even 
under somewhat crude auspices furnishes a founda- 
tion for future inventive skill to evolve somethin 
more convenient and practical. 
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The possible use of denatured alcoho! as 
tute for gasoline, now regarded with general inter- 
est in the motor world, will not affect the mechan- 
ism or design of the pleasure vehicle. Slight changes

will be necessary, but nothing radical is called for. 
Indeed, alcohol has been used successfully on many 
cars without any change in their gasoline motor 
equipment. Another great development tha 

tain to come within the next few years is in the 
field for commercial motor vehicles. As the mechan- 
ical difficulties are gradually eliminated and 

simpler, the business motor car, by virtue of the 
great amount of work it can accomplish, and at a 
very economical cost, will be more widely used for 
heavy trucking as well as for light delivery purposes. 
This field is only beginning to be exploited, but when 
it is fully developed it will mean a revolution in many 
of the transit problems besides road repair and 
street cleaning conditions of the present day.

the white people. The little hospital at 105 Park 
Street receives them, rich and poor alike, and it is 
supported entirely by contributions from the Chinese- 
speaking people. 

The little institution is comparativeiy new. It 
owes its origin to Hoi You, the Chinese Consul in San 
Francisco, who visited New York five years ago. He 
suggested to the Six Companies that they immediate- 
ly establish such a hospital. The merchants acted 
upon his suggestion, and in a short time an organiza- 
tion was guiding hand of Lee 
Yick, the rchant at 34 Pell Street, and the little

Chung Hoe, the chee noy, a native of the 
south of China, born in Canton, was put in charge of 
the hospital at its origin and still does all of the 
nursing and conducts all of the business of the insti- 
tution. He came to the United States thirty-four 
years ago, and for many years was a nurse for promi- 
nent physicians of Philadelphia and New York. Com- 
bined with his practical experience, he is very intel- 
ligent, speaking and writing almost pure English. 


The Chung Wah Kong Sor E Sang Fong occupies 
the first and second floors of the building, the base- 
ment being given over to Joseph Chung Hoe for liv- 
ing apartments and a kitchen, where the strange 
Chinese prescriptions are stewed. The two large 
rooms, or wards, for patients, one on a floor, are fit- 
ted up In Oriental style. The bunks are constructed 
of reeds and palmetto, just as the sleeping bunks In 
the Chinese living quarters. The Celestial, for some 
reason, does not believe in the luxury of bed springs, 
and the bunks arranged in tiers on either side of the 
wards are as hard as boards. The lower tier is re- 
served for the older patients, while the youthful must 
climb to the upper. Twenty-five patients can be ac- 


_ 


commodated, but the highest number in the institu- 
tion at one time was nine. At present there are five 
being cared for. 

The Chinaman has a peculiar prejudice against 
calling the Chung Wah Kong Sor E Sang Fong a hos- 
pital. ‘Call it by that name, and, although extremely 
reticent about speaking of it, he will quickly correct 
you. 

‘No hospital,” exclaimed Lee Yick, 
“It a home. Chinee man he got no money, he got no 
fliends, he get slick, he go to home. He got cousins 
among the Chinese—they give maybe twenty-five 
cent, maybe fif’ cent week to help him. No cousins, 
ake care him. But no hospital—on’y 


the merchant, 


allee same, 
home.”’ 

The chief support for the hospital, or home, comes 
from the merchants of Chinatown proper, and these 
contribute an average of $1 per month. When it is 
remembered that there are probably 150 merchants, 
this, with the other contributions, provides a very 
substantial working fund. 

“When Chinee man go to home,” continued Lee 
Yick, “he have ‘Chinee-like’ doctor, Melican-like 
doctor, any kind he want. He want go back to China, 
we send him. We give him plenty things eat an’ 
plenty money—maybe hunner dollar. It more’n pay 
he way back.” 

Most of the Chinamen, when they go to the hos- 
pital, prefer the ‘‘ Chinee-like"’ doctors, who treat 
them according to the customs laid down by the old 
Oriental physicians thousands of years ago. The 
walls of the wards in the hospital are covered with 
inscriptions of these old physicians. Their manner of 
treatment is based not on the idea of the curative 
properties of their prescriptions, but on thelr power 
of driving out the evil spirits of sickness. The 
Chinaman looks upon the “ Chinee-like ’”’ doctor with 
more awe and reverence than he does upon the 
** Melican-like.”’ 

When he calls upon his doctor for a “ yack don,” 


or prescription, the one given usually contains about 
forty ingredients. Prominent among them are dried 
snake skins, frog skins, and powdered toad, upon the 
powers of which they pin great faith. The other in- 
gredients are usually herbs, and when the suffering

In the hospital the feeble or sick 
for nothing to make his heart glad in his declining 
days. Money or no money, “cousins or no cousins,” 
he is treated just the same. Banquets are of nightly 
occurrence in some of the numerous Chinese social 
clubs, and the choicest viands left over from these are 
always taken to the hospital. Whoever gives the 
banquets considers it a bounden duty to prepare a 
sufficient amount that the Chung Wah Kong Sor 
Sang Fong may be presented with a goodly quantitw 
This is taken to old Joseph Chung Hoe, the chee noy, 
or nurse, who conducts all of the business of the in- 
stitution, even to receiving the contributions. 

When the sick Chinaman has reached that stage 
where he can eat no other food, he is kept alive on 
fue juke, or cream of rice, the most expensive food 

nown to the Oriental. It is all imported from China, 
and is so delicate that hardly one case tn four reaches 
New York without being ruined by mold. It con- 
sists of rice beaten into a pulp, pressed and dried in 
the sun, then cut into slices and cooked with cream. 


When a sick Chinaman has become so low that & 
is an assured fact he is soon to see the light of the 
other world, some peculiar rites are conducted around 

is bedside by his “cousins” and friends. In the 
wards of the hospital are two small altars, one to 
Joss and one to Confucius. Three times a day the 
Bi Boy Sot, or prayer for the safe journey of the de- 
parting one, is said before the altars. At the same 
time incense is burned on the altars, while sweet 
smelling sticks of incense are burned sticking be- 
tween the patient’s fingers and toes and even in his 
nose and ears. Offerings are also taken to the main 
Joss House, at 16 Mott Street, where more prayers 
are chanted and more incense is burned. 

But the Bi Boy Sot and incense burning suddenly 
cease when there is an assurance that the poor Chi- 
naman is but a few hours from his end. Then he is 
bundled off to the Chinese death room, 11 Pell Street, 
to pass away. 

Old and feeble Chinese seldom appear so that they 
can be viewed by the curious eyes of the Chinatown 
But go through Mott, Pell, or Doyers Street 
early any Summer morning. Ranged along, sitting 
on the curbs, will be seen dozens of the old men 
whose days are about spent. For an hour or more 
they breathe in the pure morning air, then, Hike 
gophers, burrow back into the mysterious homes of 
Chinatown to appear no more until the next morn- 
ing.

common sense, at least while the blood-lust of the 
chase is in their hearts, and, so far as the bulk of 
those engaging in it are concerned, for the time be- 
tween their reaching the hunting grounds and leaving 
them. For on no other ground can the undisputed 
fact that every year at least a hundred men are killed 
or wounded in mistake for deer or moose, or slain or 
mangled as the result of criminal folly in the use of 
firearms, in the States of Michigan, Minnesota, and 
Wisconsin, be accounted for. 

The bulk of this killing and wounding is done 
while the “ open season” for big game is on in these 
States, but isolated instances are by no means infre- 
quent in all three at other times. And the doers of 
these deeds of blood are by no means solely of the 
“tenderfoot” class. Time and again they prove to 
be men of old use and wont as hunters, and who 
would be thought to have learned caution as well as 
skill in the use of guns. But on them the obsession 
of the big game hunt seems to work as fully as on the 
veriest tyro. Else how can several following cases in 
point, as the lawyers say, be accounted for? 

Several years ago a party of gentlemen from In- 
diana came into Northern Minnesota for a deer hunt, 
two of them being. sportsmen who had hunted all 
over the West for years, fast friends and tent-mates, 
and accounted deacons of woodcraft. The second 
day after their arrival at their hunting ground one of 
them stood in the dooryard of their farmer host and 
shot the other, who was coming through some thick 
brush not eighty rods away.

And again: A mighty hunter of deer from a West- 
ern city Was a guest of a lumberman at the latter's 
camp in the Minnesota pineries, and carried a loaded 
rifle into the camp one evening. It was a hammer- 
less, high-power gun, and several of the men passed 
it about for examination, finally laying it on the din- 
ing table, on one side of which the host was sitting 
at supper. The owner of the gun picked it up to put 
it away, and shot his host through the heart, killing 
him instantly. He could give no eplanation whatever 
of how the gun was discharged, and was heart- 
broken over the accident, of course. But common 
sense would have forbidden him under any circum- 
stances to take a loaded gun into a Pouse, or to 
point one, loaded or unloaued, at any human being— 
but again common sense was absent where it was 
sorely needed. 

Common sense would forbid shooting at small 
game, such as rabbits, squirrels, or birds, with am- 
munition that will drive a bullet two miles, which 
bullet the smail quarry can scarce check in its 
flight, to say nothing of stopping it. And yet, a 
hunter very recently shot at a rabbit while passing 
through a bunch of timber where fifty men were at 
work, using a rifle with a high-velocity, smokeless- 
powder cartridge. Whether he got the rabbit or not 
isnot known. He did get one of the men, however, the 
poor féllow living for about a week after stopping 
the bullet. 

Common sense would forbid shooting at anything 
whatever that the shooter could not positively swear 
to. And yet a farmer of Aitkin County, Minn., Daniel 
Armstrong by name, who was out hunting a short 
time ago in company of a neighbor, was done to 
death by the latter, because common sense was not a 
member of the party. The friends had wounded a 
moose, and were following it by means of the blood 
trail it left, when they came to a swamp within which 
they thought it might be hiding.

And yet 
since Sept. 1 thirteen dead and twenty-one wounded 
has been the butchers’ bill in Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin, and Minnesota is not one whit behind them.
